ComTorting news for the readers who 
ride in tax icabs is related in the Jung 
Forum. 
A Chicago cab company is a d ­ 
ministering a set of psychological tests to 
its tax icab drivers in an effort to weed out 
drivers who are 
potentially 
dangerous, 
w ithout waiting for a succession of acci­ 
dents to m ake their unfitness obvious. This 
is one of the m any new ways in which 
practical psychology is being applied to 
business, and the results, of course, are by 
no m eans sure. 
One of the tests is for 
emotional stability: 
The candidate is re­ 
quired to operate a som ew hat complicated 
series of switches and foot-pedals accord­ 
ing to carefully 
given 
directions, 
and 
while he is doing it, he is given unex pect­ 
edly a mild electric shock. 
The ex am iner 
observes to w hat ex tent the surprise up­ 
sets the equanimity and competence of 
the driver. 
There is also a test for care­ 
lessness, and a third for space perception. 
W ith small-model vehicles, the candidate 
is required to estimate speeds and meeting 
places. 
H e must do this both accurately 
and quickly in order to convince the ex ­ 
am iner that he could m ake similar judg- ' 
ments safely while piloting a car on the 
streets.
